trends, a lot of families are plan 
ning to use credit this

help close the gap between cash on 
hand and their needs, according 
to J. IV. Prager. 
The 
manager 
of the 
Tri-State 
Credit Bureau, Inc., said the prac­ 
tice of buying on credit has been 
condemned by some as an infla­ 
tionary factor, hut credit granters 
are doing everything in their pf>w 
cr to keep th^ situation in hand. 
"The hest credit control is the 
one enforced by the customer him­ 
self", he said. He pointed out that 
over 90 per cent of credit buy­ 
ers pay their bills regularly, al­ 
though not in every case exactly 
as agreed. AII classes of credit 
granters 
are. 
according 
to 
Mr. 
Prager, using the service of the 
credit bureau to a much greater 
extent than ever before 
This checkup on credit extension 
is not prompted 
by a desire to 
snoop, but by the necessity to deter­ 
mine the customer's ability and 
willingness to pay. 
Credit granters recognize that a 
customer who is overloaded with 
debt Is likely to have trouble pay­ 
ing anyone. For that #»ason, they 
consult the master records on their 
customers at 
the Credit 
Bureau 
when one asks for a new account, 
re-opens an inactive account or re­ 
quests a larger amount of credit 
than previously used. 
This checkup, Mr. Brager said is, 
for that reason, a safeguard against 
unwise buying 
beyond ability to 
pay.
